Easter customs and celebra- bile held their celebrations be­ 
tons are so closely woven into I tween 1702 and 1710. 
the pattern of American life that 
we seldom question where they 
came from—or when thc$ began. 
In some eases their origin 
cannot he determined, and in 
others 
there 
are 
conflicting 
stories. Naturally, most Eas­ 
tertime event1 
are related to 
Biblical recollections of the life 
of J esc 
Christ. 
But in many instances, it is 
Cvid~r/ that tradition, 
legend, 
superstition, 
irreverent inven­ 
tion—or a whimsical mixture of 
all four—-have seeped into t 
Easit r season. 
Mardi Gras, for example, Iit- 
« ally means ‘’Fat Tuesday.” 
It’s the French name for Shrove 
Tuesday, the day before A s h 
Wednesday, beginning of Lent. 
Actually, Fat Tuesday alludes to 
an old ceremony during which a 
fat ox, symbolizing the passing 
of meat, was paraded through 
the streets in Park and 
other 
European cities. 
• • • 
LENT BEING a per od of fa ’ 
ing. Mardi Gras, in time, be­ 
cam e a day of carnival. F r e- 
quently, the fat ox was followed 
or replaced by ether forms of 
revelry and feasting. And f o r 
years in England, the day be­ 
fore Lent was observed by eat­ 
ing pancakes. Britishers, in fact, 
still refer to it as Pancake Tues­ 
day 
However, like so many of our 
Easter customs, time and place 
of the first Mardi Gras celebra­ 
tion has not been definitely es­ 
tablished in either Europe or 
America. Although the New Or­ 
leans Mardi Gr* s is far better 
known, three s rnthern c i t i e s 
have long been waging a friend­ 
ly battle for the distinction of 
having staged the first M a r d i 
Gras in North America. 
Biloxi, Miss., claim s it 
alt 
started 
there 
in 
February, 
1699, rhen Pierre Charles ie 
Moyne d'Iberville planted the 
flag 
of 
King 
Louis 
XIV of 
France near the present site 
of Biloxi just a few days be­ 
fa n Shrove Tuesday. 
Mobile Alabama, has uncover­ 
ed evidence th. t the first formal 
Mardi Gras appeared there in 
1830. and also 
r e c a l l s how 
French soldiers stationed in Mo- 


New Crleans, on the o t h e r 
hand, has set the standard by I 
which Mardi Gras pageants are j 
compared. Their claim to fame 
is dated 1827, when students re­ 
turning from school in P a r i s ! 
danced and played in the streets, 
as they had seen people doing in 
France. 
Naturally, not all of Easter 
customs have aroused such con­ 
troversy. 
* * • 
OTHER PAGEANTS of var­ 
ious descriptions, based on the 
last years of Christ on 
earth, 
have been drair tized both in 
Germany and the United States. 
1'he Passion Play presented ev- 
erv tenth year since 1634 at Ob- 
erammergau is the best known 
of these, but other versions were 
presented aQ e a r l y as the 14th 
Century. 
The American Passion P l a y 
was inaugurated at Bloomington. 
111., in 1923. It lasts about four 
hours, and is presented 
every 
Sunday in April and May. Simi- 
la 
spectacles are also perform­ 
ed annually in South Dakota and 
Oklahoma. 
At Holy City in the Wichita 
Mountains, an estimated IOO,- 
OOO pi rsons every year attend 
the 
“Oklahoma Oberammer- 
gau"—an Faster sumise serv­ 
ice 
based on the traditional 
Passion Play. 
Inaugurated in 1926, this six- 
hour pageant draws its audience 
from all over the South and Mid­ 
dle West. 
Mardi Gras and the Passion 
Plays obviously, are compound­ 
ed of Biblical history and tradi­ 
tion. But not all Easter c u s ­ 
tom? are as well founded. 
On Palm Sunday in Spain, for 
instance, natives formerly hung 
the palm they received at church 
alongside their homes—believing 
the pall 
rods.

necessary. Insulin is the secretion 
formed by the pancreas which 
the body must have in order to 
use sugars. 


Slowed Down 
In all cases, it is well to have a 
basal metabolism test to deter­ 
mine the speed at which the 
chemical activities in the body 
are going on. If this process is 
slewed down, extracts from the 
thyroid gland or iodine may be 
utilized. 
Estrogens are used for women. 
In some cases, extracts from the 
pituitary gland, which is located 
at the base of the brain, are also 
utilized. 
In one study recorded, over 250 
aged men and women were given 
I tills type of revitalizing treat- 
I ment in one form or another. 
Some were given one form of the 
treatment and some another, in 
an effort to ascertain the best 
methods of revitalizing the body. 
The work shows, that such revi­ 
talization can take place through 
the employment of proper meth­ 
ods.

Spendlhrifty 
Wives Rapped 
In Court Order 


TRENTON, N. J., March 21— 
The appellate division, New Jer­ 
sey superior court, has struck a 
blow at spendthrift wives. 
The court ruled that mercan­ 
tile stores cannot collect from 
husbands for articles purchased 
and charged by shopping wives, 
if the husband has already given 
the wife money to buy the goods. 
Judge John O. Bigelow, in a 
decision for the court, reversed 
a $344 verdict against Herbert II. 
Bennett of Hackensack recover­ 
ed by Saks and Compony, be­ 
cause his wife, Christine, bought 
articles worth that amount in 
April, 1949, and charged them. 
Judge Bigelow noted that Ben­ 
nett gave his wife a toial of $4,- 
125 to spend during 19*9, in addi­ 
tion to providing a house, a car, 
heat, light and telephone, and 
wages for a fulltime maid. He 
also purchased some of the food 
for the home, the court pointed 
out, adding: 
‘'The tradesmen must, at his 
peril, inquire into the circum­ 
stances in vdar to ascertain 
whether the husband will be lia­ 
ble when his wife g< es shopping. 
“Where there were already 
two radios in their home, a third 
radio bought by *he wife was not 
considered a necessity for which 
the husband could be made to 
pey.”
